CURRENT CRISIS AS MINOR POWERS 


Paris Will Be Powerless To Fulfill Protection Treaty 
When Hitler Invades Czechoslovakia, And Britain Will 


Retire Behind Bulwark Of Armaments Program

WASHINGTON, (Copyright. 1938 By 
United Press)—United States officials 
studying the current war crisis fear 
that European democracies cannut stop 
the march of united dictatorial govern- 
ments. 

Since Adolf Hitler’s seizure of Aus- 
tria and the renewed attack by Italian- 
supported insurgents in Spain, Ameri- 
can officials have bent every effort 
‘toward analysis of facts and implica- 
behind the European develop- 
iments. What they discovered and 
what they expect to occur necessarily 
are a combination of facts, suspicions 
and speculation. Above all, there is al- 
ways the  diplomatically-emphasized 
possibibility that an unexpected turn 
of events will change the picture over- 
night. But, the United Press was told 
current opinion in well informed sour- 
ces is that: 

1.—Hitler will move against Czecho- 
slovakia as soon as he is certain of his 
control of Austrian military forces. 

2.—France, surrounded by Fascist

ITALY SOON TO LAUNCH 
GIGANTIC MERCHANT 
SHIP PROGRAM

ROME (\P)—Italy soon will embark 


on a 10-year ship building program 
which will make it one of the world’s 
leading maritime nations. 

Decrees have been published calling 
for the annual construction of 200,000 
tons of merchant vessels for a total ct 
2,000,000 by 1948. 

The building program, however, is 
not to be limited only to cargo boats. 


Italy, which has built up one of the | 


finest fleets of passenger liners since 
the war, has announced a second pro- 
gram which is to complement the 
freight one. It calls for the construc- 
tion of 44 passenger and mail ships for 
a total of 250,000 tons. It will cost ap- 
proximately $75,000,000. 

Nine ships will be built for the Italia 
Line for a total of 86,000 tons, 13 for 


the Lloyd Triestina Line for a total | 
tonnage of 82,000, 17 for the Tirennia | 


Line for 43,000 tons and 5 for the Ad- 
riatica Line for 39,000 tons. In addi- 
tion the Roma and Augustus wil] be 
transformed.

COUNTY SHARES BENEFIT 
OF STATE AID IN 
PENSION PLAN 


SACRAMENTO — prop- 
erty owners of El Dorado County will 


receive a direct benefit from the $6,- 
000,000 appropriations approved by the 
legislature following presentation of a 
recommendation by the State Board of 
Equalization that the state should as- 
sume the counties’ share of financing 
the Old Age Security program.

This was the announcement made 
here by Richard E, Collins, board 
chariman, who pointed out that the 
board recommended legislative action 
as a means of continuing the relief .of 
local taxpayers as contemplated in the 
tax revision act of 1933. 


“Recent developments in connection 
with expenditures for old age security 
and other social welfare programs, 
have been a cause of concern to per- 
sons interested in the local tax bur- 
den,’ Collins said. “As a result of 
1937 legislation liberalizing the old age 
securitv law, the counties’ contribu- 
tions for this purpose have increased 
with marked rapidity. It seems reas- 
onable to anticipate that they soon 
will amount to $15,000,000 a year. 


“This means that more than 20 per 
cent of the tax relief achieved under 
the 1933 constitutional amendment will 
be lost because of this one factor. We 
regarded this situation as being suffi- 
ciently serious to be brought to the at- 
tention of the special session of the 
legislature. 

“Some relief will be afforded by the 
$6.000.000 appropriation,” Collins con- 
tinued, “but this is only temporary. In 
opinion, the problem will not be 
solved until some permanent plan 
made to finance county old age secur- 
ity payments from a source other than

general property taxes. 

“If the present sources of state reve- 
nue are retained and expenditures for 
other purposes do not increase too 
rapidly, we believe that it should be 
feasible for the state to take over the 


old age security costs just as it did the 
educational costs in 1933.”

“The United States will not enter 
into any war unless it is clear that 
our national existence is threatened,” 
the white bearded Harvard professor- 
emeritus added in an interview with 
the United Press. 

He believed that Hitler, dreaming of 
a new and greater German empire, 
would seize Czechoslovakia ‘perhaps 
within four weeks—at least within four 
months.” 


“No military force that can be raised 
|; could prevent Germany from taking 
Czechoslovakia,” he said. “The Czechs 
could not hold out four days. There 
would perhaps be one battle—A show- 
| down.” 
| Next—or perhaps before—Hitler will 
annex Poland. Hart predicted. 
| “I had expected him to take over 
| Poland before this, even before Aus- 
|tria. I don't see why he had held off 
so long. His international defense for
